However, information provided on this report and
in prior reports discloses additional activity that should be included in this
total. Gross receipts should include all receipts collecied by all of the
candidate’s authorized committees that are designated for the 2006 Primary
and General Elections and disclosed on Lines 11, 12, 13, 14 and 15 of the
Detailed Summary Page by all of the candidate’s authorized commttees.
Please correct this discrepancy and file an amendment to your report. {11

-Commission Regulations require that a committee disclose the
identification of all individuals who contribute in excess of $200 in an
election cycle. (11 CFR §104.3(a)(4)(1)} Identification for an individual is
defined as the full name (initials are not acceptable), complete mailing
address, occupation and name of employer. (1! CFR §100.12) Your report
discloses contributions from individuals for which the identification is not
complete.

You must provide the missing information, or if you are unable to do so,
